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Backroom busting 



In flfteen years of labour relations a loveless marriage of convenience has evolved 
between McGillandthclabourorganizationforitsnon-academicworkers,MUNAS A. 
Now McGill wants a divorce. 

McGill's argument is brutally technical, the basic premise being that MUNASA 
does not exist — a shock to the 18(X) members who have worked for and dqicnded 
upon the association over the years. 

MUNASA is neither a certified union nor a corporation, and in the eyes of the law. 
it is non-existenL The University claims it is not bound to any of the agreements it has 
reached with MUNASA. The school has flippantly co-opted the right to choose when 
and where to keep its word to its employees. * 

The latest scuffle — the one that brought all these bad intentions to the fore — is 
over the employment benefits of field technicians in McGill's former Dairy Herd 
Analysis centre. 

McGill has revealed its true colours over the course of this dispute. 

Not only does McGill refuse to hear what MUNASA and the technicians have to 
say, but it wants to stop the Québec Superior Court from hearing their case as well. 

The University is effectively trying to void any grievance procedure or route for 
appeal available to its employees. 

None of these tactics have actually been debated within McGill’s governing 
bodies. Members of the Board of Governors were as surprised as MUNASA when, 
two weeks ago, the Board chair ruled discussion on the issue inappropriate because it 
is in the courts. 

MUNASA wassurprised because itsccmcdlikcsuchasimplequcstion. Other BoG 
members were not only surprised, but outraged — because it was the first they had 
heard about McGill’s anti-labour stance. 

The disturbing question is who w/// listen to McGill’s non-academic employees? 
And, perhaps more urgently, who will represent them, if McGill takes its silent 
petuient whim all the way, in effect willing MUNASA into non-existence? The 
University’s disregard for the rights of its non-academic, non-unionized employees 
merely demonstrates they are in dire need of collective representation. 

It is rare that McGill should so blatantly expose itself as a 'union’-busting honcho 
boss. Hopefully MUNASA will take heed and emerge from this dispute fortified with 
an infrastructure that will protect its members against the bad faith of their employer. 

It is painfully obvious that McGill puts more energy into squirming through legal 
technicalities than fostering intelligent labour relations. This university clearly under- 
stands nothing of the duties it has to the petple who actually operate iL nor of their 
rights to association.

Economic notes from underground 

Areas of Montréal like the Southwest and the 



East end used to thrive as bastions of working- 
class Québec. Now, they are becoming urban 
wastelands. Unemployment rates in almost half 
the sectors of the city top 25 per cent, and 
almost one-third of Montréalers are below the 
poverty line. Over 180 000 Montréalers earn 
the minimum wage. 

And then there's the underground economy, 
exploding in size at the same rate as Canadian in- 
dustry is imploding. Traditionally underground 
activities like drug traficking and housewivery 
are now increasingly joined by sweatshops and 
home-work operating off the books. 



By most estimates, the under- 
ground economy is now about ten 
per cent of Canada’s officiai gross 
national product, or $45 billion, 
and growing. 

The rise of Canada’s under- 
ground economy, based on the ex- 
ploitation of women and immi- 
grants, is just the most troubling 
part of an on-going tiansfonnation 
of Canadian society that could 
polarize the country like never 
before. 

For Leigha Roback, a veteran 
union organizer, Montréal workers 
today face their most difficult 
struggles since the 1930s. Those 
were the years when Roback helped 
organize some of Montreal’s fust 
militant women’s garment unions, 
much to the ire of the powerful 
Catholic clergy and its ally, the 
rabidly anti-union Québec premier 
Maurice Duplessis. 

But in the last two decades, 
Roback said, capital launched a 
campaignofdcindustrializationand 
a state-led attack on unions to roll 
back gains urban wmkers made in 
the post-war period. 

Many traditional industries, 
rocked by the Can^-wide eco- 
nomic iq>heavals,aresurvivingnow 
onlyberâusetbeyrestnictured their 
operations and weakened unions. 

As traditional woridng arrange- 
ments disintegrate, clothes makers 
and otheremployers who remain in 
Montréal are trying to define a new 
relationship between capital and 
labour, based partly on some les- 
sons they’veleamedsinceRoback’s 
day. 

Much of this new arrangement 
involves breaking up the great fac- 
tories — which were easy fw un- 
ions to organize — intofiragmented 
and decentralized workplaces. 
Some of die work has gone under- 
ground, whileother tasks have been 

contracted out C'outsourced’O to 
the Third Worid (V to non-union- 
ized firms at home, according to 
Carla LJpsig, professor of indus- 
trial relations at York university. 

Montréal is a case study of this 
transformation. With a clothing 
industry that employs forty per cent 
of the city’s 113 000 manufactur- 
ing workers, Montréal is eqiedally 
vidneiable to low-paid Udiour in 



Latin America and Asia, where 
workers earn as Hide as 60 cents an 
hour and get few benefits. 

Unions warned that free uade 
would only intensify the flight, and 
they were right According to Serge 
Rigante, an organizer with the 
Ainalgamatcd Clothing and Tex- 
tile Workers Union, forty thousand 
clothing-industry jobs have disap- 
peared in Canada since the U.S.- 
Canada free-trade deal was imple- 
mented, mosdy in Mohtréal. 

Clothing j^ are the biggest 
sliceof the 105 000 manufacturing 
jobs which have left the country 
during the deal’s life-time. Many 
have reappeared in Mexico and the 
U.S. South. 

Sewing underground 

Clothes makers and other em- 
ployers that do stay in Montréal 
often go underground. By going 
off the books, they can avoid un- 
ions and government regulations 
on work conditions, minimum 
wages, overtime and job security. 

Lipsig said one of the most 
common trends is the increasing 
use of home-work — employers 
abolishingfactoriesandswrâtshops 
altogether and moving production 
right into woricers’ homes. 

Home-workers, who must buy 
theirownmachineiyandsgnpiece- 
work contracts, are technically self- 
employed and, therefore, not com- 
pletely protect by labour-stan- 
dards laws. 

Partof their income goes to pay 
off the machinery they must buy. 
Home-workers can rarely afford 
anything other than antique equip- 
ment, which is dangerous and 
breaks down frequently. 

Underground workers are al- 
most always women and immi- 
grants. ”An easy popularion to ex- 
ptoif,” said Serge Rigante, an or- 
ganizer with the Amalgamated 
Clothisg and Textile Workers Un- 
ion. 

They earn as little as $2 an hour 
and, because the work is off the 
books, they don’t have access to 
unemployment insurance or the 
Québec Pension Plan. Legal action 
against employers for, say, refus- 
ing to pay (a conunon problem) is 
also impos^le. 



And according to Gilles 
Leveyer, information officer at the 
Fédération des Travailleuses(eurs) 
du Québec, ”It’s not just Montréal. 
Every little town in Québec has its 
illeg^ sweatshop.” 

SaidRigante,“Hundreds, maybe 
thousands, do this work. It’s im- 
possible to pinpoint for obvious 
reasons.” Even though neither 
employer noreipployeepays taxes, 
governments ’’ckm’t give a crap 
about it,” he said. 

The few regulations which do 
apply to underfund workers are 
ignored, accor^g to Rigante. 

The City of Montréal, for one, 
has whitewashed the issue. In a 
Mayrq»tt,theMontréalEconomic 
Devek^mentCorrunission said the 
city’s garment industry ”is doing 
rather well” 

International 

home-work 

The most striking thing about 
the underground economy Is i ts part 
.in an on-going economic transfor- 
mation affecting societies around 
the globe, according to Lipsig. 

In New York City where the 



underground economy is much 
more entrenched than in Montréal, 
50 000 women do home-work and 
another SO 000 work in the city’s 
3000 sweatshops. They earn under 
$2 an hour on average, according to 
Philip Mattera’s Off the Books. In 
Britain there are 210000 home- 
woricers, Maltera writes, while in 
Italyatleastone million women are 
involved,accordingtogovemment 
estimates. 

The U.S. South is notorious for 
illegal employment of immigrants 
and refugees, who mostly work in 
agriculture, services and light in- 
dustry. In all, Mauera rqx)rted, 4 
million illegal ’’aliens” work in the 
UjS, mostly from Mexico. Still, 
they make up only one snuill part of 
the entire 12-million-person under- 
ground workforce in America. 

The worid economy is q)Utting 
in two, Lipsig said. In Canada, a 
tiny minorify of white, able-bod- 
ied, Toronto-based males works in 
secure high-paid jobs, while the 
majexity faces a downvvard slide 
into precarious employment in 
shabby (often illegal) conditions. 

The polarization of the econ- 
omy between haves and have-nots 



is intensified by the peculiar policy 
recIpeoftheMulroney government 
in Ottawa. Cream together free 
trade, the global restructuring ti 
capital in search of hard-to-find 
profits, increased competition from 
the Third World, and a permanent 
(and huge) population of unem- 
ployed people. Add a healthy help- 
ing of 1920s-style laissez-faire id^ 
ology, bake, and you’ll get a roar- 
ing local underground economy. 

Said Rigante, ”We’re exporting 
quality jobs and importing an un- 
derground economy.” 

”It’s going to jget worse,” Ri- 
gante sai^ warning that Ottawa’s 
on-going efforts to bring Mexico 
into the Canada-U.S. free-trade 
zone could lead to more devasta- 
tion. ’How can Canada compete 
with 60 cents an hour? Work is dis- 
appearing and peqrle who have 
jobs are being skinned.”

The province has aI.so rcfu.scd to 
assume any role in dealing with ii'ic 
crisis, he said. “Montréal needs to 
seek and appropriate new sets of 
responsibility and power after sur- 
rendering many of its responsibili- 
ties to the Québec government.” 

Urban sprawl is onotJier of the 
party’s concerns. “Because of 
unchecked suburban development, 
some of the bc.st arable land in 
Québec is sacrinced,” Bernard 
Bourrbonnais, candidate for Aluint- 
sic District, said at die conference 
held in Ecology Montréal’s rue St 
Laurent office. 

“The citizens of Montréal arc 
financing the high cost of infra- 
structure needed to accommodate 
traffic to and from the suburbs." 

Bourbonnais said tliat while an 
efficient and inexpensive public 
transport system would make city 
living cheaper and improve the 
environment, the MCM’s policy 
on the issue is vacuous. 

Said Roussopoulos. ‘The pu- 
blic-transport committee of Mon- 
tréal has no basic philosophy. If 
public transport is as essential as 
public health to a city, it must be 
ai^roached like Medicare.” 

Ecology Montréal’s candidates 
also addressed the role of women 
in municipal politics. Said Yolande 
Cohen, candidate in Plateau Mont- 
Royal District, “We must find ways 
to allow women’s networks to put 
forward their vision of municipal 
politics, and to give voice to their 
way of seeing environmental and 
other issues." 

Candidates agreed that a new 
relationship with superior levels of 
government is needed for environ- 
mental improvements to take place. 
More money leaves Montréal in 
provincial and federal taxes than 
comes back in, even though almost 
one-third of the city’s population is 
below the poverty line. 

"We need forms of neighbou- 
rhood government that will help 
reconstitute a sense of community, 
and undertake local economic pro- 
grams to create socially useful and 
environmcntallysafcindustricsand 
services,” he said. 

So far, the party has announced 
16 Ecology Montréal candidates 
for 50 City Council scats. “If three 
or four greens arc elected to counc i 1 
I predict such a substantial impro- 
vement and ‘gadflyism’ that peo- 
ple in power will smart from die 
impact," said Rou.ssopoulos.
